The Grand Lodge was organized 34 


years ago, and to-day there are 228 sub- 
ordinate lodges in Illinois with a total 
membership of about 8,000.

The principal planks in the 
constitution of the order are total absti- 
nence and prohibition. Mr. Copp deci- 
ded six years ago that any member who 
refused to vote against license when the 
issue was squarely made violated his ob- 
ligation.

Some lodges have surrendered 
their charters, and not BS many new ones 
have been organized during the past 12 
months as in former years. None of the 
Grand Lodge officers receive a salary ex- 
cept the secretary, who gets 8800 a year, 
A considerable revenue is raised by levy- 
ing a quarterly tax on each Good Temp- 
lar in the state of 16 cents, and from the 
sale of lodge supplies. Tbe money is 
spent in forwarding tte interest of the 
order by organizing lodges and helping 
weak ones.

Our distinguished and genial guesti, 


Chairman Berry and the other members 
of the Soldiers' Home Locating Commis- 
sion, bade Senator Rogers, Mayor Kan an 
aud others of the local reception commit- 
tee farewell Saturday evening and left for 
their homes for a rest over Sunday until 
Thursday of thia week, when they will 
meet again and resume their tour of in- 
spection, closing at Springfield probably 
on Saturday. 


Of the four places visited at this point, 


the Commission unanimously agreed that 
the Fair Grounds tract of about 140 
acres was the most desirable site, and 
that it would be a good place for the 
location of the Home, being conveni- 
ent to the Wabash railroad, having plen- 
ty of water, excellent drainage, easily ac- 
cessible to vehicles, not too far from the 
city and affording as fine a grove of shade 
trees as can be found anywhere in the 
state. These and other striking advan- 
tages were favorably commented upon 
during the inspection, and from inciden- 
tal remarks that were dropped it was ap- 
parent that the fair grounds land ranks 
high among the best sites that have been 
inspected throughout the state. Dr. W, 
A. Barnes and other citizens presented 
the claims of Decatur, and the proper 
committee will prepare all necessary 
bonds and papers offering the favorite 
tract as the site for the Home. 


During the d«y the visitors expressed 


themselves as highly pleased with the ap- 
pearance of Decatnr, of her enterprise, 
fine dwtlliDgp, handsome streets, nourish- 
ing manufacturing establishments and 
general indications of thrift. Some how 
or other the gentlemen had become pos- 
sessed of the notion that the land about 
Decatur was flat and soggy. Their tour 
about the city soon dissipated this false 
impression, as they frequently came 
across lovely rolling tracts of land and 
were confronted by high bluffs studded 
with groves of shade trees. 


The gentlemen visited the parlors of 


the Deoatur Business and Social Club 
after three o'clock, where they were ac- 
corded the courtesies of the Club and en- 
tertained for an hour. 


Of course it cannot be told thus early 


what city in the state will secure the 
Home. No one can know until after the 
Commission meets for final action and 
takes Ihe deciding vote.

ties and other advantages that completely 
fill the requirements of the bill establish- 
ing the home. The appropriation for the 
Home is 8200,000. Our people may con- 
tinue to hope for victory, for Decatur's 
chances are fully as good as those of 
any city yet visited.

THE "PALACE KING" FURNACE. 


POWERFUL, DURABLE AND CLEAN. 
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Its streets are wide, with streams of water 


coursing their way aiong the sides, while rows 
of beautiful shade trees line too walks, and 
gardens and yards filled with fruit trees greet 
the eyes. We first visited the Tabernacle, 
»htch stands Inside the big wall surrounding 
the "Temple Block." This square of 10 acres 
was set apart for Temple purposes; the foun- 
dation was laid thirty years ago, wherein (it Is 
promised) Jesus Christ shail appear bodily to 
the faithful aa soon as It Is completed, which 
they verily believe to be true. It Is now rear- 
ed to a height of 80 feet, but not yet ready for 
thereof; a picture of the building as it will 
appear when the work is finished hangs under 
a glass at the Superintendent's door which en- 
ables us to get a very good Idea of how tte 
great structure will look when finished. We 
found that above the enormous foundation 
the wall had the thickness of 8 feet, which de- 
creases to T at the height of the roof; nor was 
this wall hollow or filled, but was made solid 
of hewn granite; even the pillars, the parti- 
tions, the stairways and the tloor were of solid 
matched marble. It is not designed as a house 
of worship; the Tabernacle remains for that. 
But It is Intended as a sacred edifice. The ex- 
ternal ornamentation of the great building Is 
original aud symbolical in its plan; the wall 
is pteroed with four tiers of large windows, 
the second and fourth tiers beinj? circular; 
the keystone of each of the arches over tbese 
windows, as well as over the various doors, 
bears a siar in high relief; and between the 
windows rooui is found for three tiers of cir- 
cular bases, eight on each side, upon which 
symbols will be carved in high relief; the low- 
ermost of these rows will bear mapa of vari- 
ous parts of the world; the second tier, eight 
phases of the moon, and the topmost tier 
eight blazing suns. The sun«, moon and stars 
are already cut. They told us that it had al- 
ready cost sixteen million, and It is supposed 
that another million dollars and two years' 
time will complete it; that will be a great day 
for Salt Lake, when they confidently expect 
to meet their Savior on earth in Salt Lake. 
Next cornea the Tabernacle. Imagine an elip- 
ttcal dome, shingled, 20 feet high, and you will 
have an image of this extraordinary building, 
the greatest amphltheatie In the world. It 
comfortably seats 13,000 people. A broad gal- 
lery closes around at the front end where the 
choir sits In two wings facing each other. The 
space between is ailed by the splendid organ, 
the largest in the United States, and by three 
long crimson cushioned pulpit desks, In each 
of which 20 or more speakers can sit at once, 
each rank overlooking the one beneath. The 
highest of these belong to the president and 
his councillors; the second to the 12 Apostles, 
aud the lowest to the tr'^hops. The accoustie 
properties of the bu 
eg are wonderful. 


Every word can be distinctly heard and it is 
made as light as day with electric lights. With- 
in the same walls may be found the Endow- 
ment House. In this house marriage ceremo- 
nies take plarti and the rites of the church are 
performed. We next visited the late residence 
of Brigbam Young, known as the Bee Hive, 
where now live 17 of his wives in one house. 
This is also enclosed in a high stone wall which 
shuts out the rude gaze of passers-by, and 
gently reminds the outsider that he has no 
business to obtrude there. Nearly opposite 
this residence is a largo and beautiful house, 
which is said to belong to the Prophet's favor- 
ite wife, Amelia. Next the museum, where 
we were shown specimen ores from the mines, 
precious stones from the desert, pottery ware 
and other articles from the ruins of ancient 
Indian villages, the first boat ever landed on 
the great Salt Lake by white men. homemade 
cloths and silks, specimen birds of Utab, 
a scalp from 
the 
head 
of an 
Indian. 


Implements of warfare and Industry, such 
as blankets that white people cannot make, 
shells from the ocean, and various articles 
from the Sandwich Islands; the ladies then in- 
sisted on visiting Brlgham Young's grave, 
which we found on a beautiful summit in the 
city, enclosed with an iron fence. We (lid not 
find as we expected a costly monument, but a 
heavy marble slab, two feet thick, laying flat 
upon his grave. His first-wife is also buried 
in this lot, but about EO feet from his grave. 
These were the only graves in the lot. We 
now return to Main street, where wo behold a 
large brick building with iron and glassfront, 
three stories high, with skylight its entire 
leuglh, This is the new co-operative store, 40 
feet wide, 300 feet long. "We were kindly 
shown through the entire stock, which was 
simply Immense. Next we notice the beauti- 
ful bulldin? occupied by the Deseiet National 
Bank, and near by a Hue theater. The city is 
supplied with the electric light, gas, water 
and street railroads throughout all the streets 
of the city. There la a universal and luxuri 
ant growth of shade trees. Tne locust, maple' 
and box e der are the greatest favorites. The 
city has been liberally planted with fruit trees 
which gives it the appearance of a vast orch- 
ard and garden. Through all the streets run 
the little irrigating streams, and every part of 
the city gets its supply of pure water to fresh- 
en the vec-etatlrm. Flowers are very abund- 
ant and ve"«tab;i;3 wonderlully prolific.

GENERAL SPBAKIKQ. 


A large crowd had gathered in front of 


the speakers' stand, when President Ward 
announced the names of the officers cho- 
sen for the ensuing year, A committee 
was directed to collect 850 to defray ex- 
penses, when the general speaking com- 
menced. 


Hon. EzraMarquiss,who settled in Piatt 


ooanty in 1833, spoke of the days when 
he raised all the corn and wheat he want- 
ed on government land, and was not tax- 
ed for rent, and told many entertaining 
stories of the good old days when swind- 
ling was unknown and when news was 
mighty scarce. 


Oapt. Joab Wilkinson, of Niantic, came 


to Illinois from New Tork in 1835. 
He 


is a veteran ot the Mexican War, and was 
for a time a captain in the United States 
regular army. He stepped forward and 
addressed the multitude in a manner that 
commanded the attention of his hearers.

which was attended by everybody in the 
neighborhood. They had a big supper, 
the next day an infair, and festivities 
didn't wind up for three days.

A Great Strike Temporarily Averted- 


What the Parties Say of It. 


ST. Lons, Mo., September 9.—The 


difficulties between the Wabash and 
the Knights of Labor may be said to 
have been settled and the danger of a 
general strike to have been averted for 
the present, at least. After Uie long 
consoUation with the member!) of tie 
Wabash Committee, in which the whole 
matter was carefully discussed, a definite 
plan was asrecd upon which it was be- 
lieved could save the 
honor of both 


sides, and would be mutually satisfac- 
tory. 
At three o'clock, the hour agreed 


upon, Messrs. Powderly and Turner 
went to Colonel Talmage's office lor a 
final conferenee. 
Mr. Tutt was present at the interview, 


anfl it lasted for nearly two hours. At 
the end of that time a settlement was 
effected. 
Neither Powderly nor Turner 


in speaking of the settlement appeared to 
be enthusiastic over its basis. They were 
non-committal, and, while stating that 
they were satisfied for the present, were 
careful to state that they believed that all 
difficulties would be amicably settled by 
October 1st, and the Inference was natur- 
al that the way in which the Wabash 
proposition was carried out would have 
much 
influence 
on the

tion of the Knights. The agreement

_nt was that Colonel Ta'mage agreed to 
employ no person until all the employes 
who were locked out June 16th, or have 
come out since, are reinstated; that he

^abor. The wording of the order is that 
no questions shall be asked with regard 
;o membership in any orsanization.

was stated also by Mr. Powderly that

believed all of them would be at work by 
October 1st. 


Mr. Talmasre was interviewed by a re- 


porter, who asked: 
"Is the settlement of yonr difficulty 


with the Knights about as stated by Mr. 
Powderly?" 


"Yen, that Is about it." • 
"It is practically then the proposition 


that yon made at first?" 


"Yea, it is about that

take back the married men with homes 
first, aucl»then the married men without 
homes, and lastly the single men, be- 
cause that seemed to me to be lair, as it 
would not be right to take back first 
men who are free to go anywhere nnd 
have only themselves to take care of." 


"You agreed to take back I heir men—" 
"Not at all. There was nothing 


agreed to about their men or anybody 
else's men. We have nothing to do 
with their men. We will simply g've 
the preference to all old employes with- 
out regard to who they are." 


"You stated, Colonel, that the condi- 


tion ol the road would not [admit of In- 
creasing the force." 
"So I did; and we do not expect to 


increase the force unless it is war rantpd.

Tragedy in Central Park. 


NEW YORK, September 9.—At five 


o'clock yesterday morning the dead body 
of a man was found In the summer house 
In Central Park. He was about sixty 
years ol age, five Jeet ten inches in height, 
had gray hair, a lull gray beard, wore a 
loose sack coat, a black velvet vest, gray 
pantaloons, boots and a white shirt. OD 
his person was a bead bag containing two 
phials ol poison, labeled Washington,* a 
package ol arsenic and a large revolver.

colony ami Pelaaoa Bay, has been covet- 
ed not only by the 
native neighboring 


S ales, but a so br the European powers, 
especially by Germany and England. 
The Territory of St. Lucia belonged to 
the late Cetewayo, King ol Zululand, and 
since his death appeared to be held by 
bis successor, Dmizoulon, but the latter 
had many competitors, notably the OD'el 
Panda. The discord that existed between 
these 
two chiefs was calculated to 


facilitate the attempts of adventurers de- 
sirous of occupying so rich a country, 
that seemed to be awaiting a master. 
Hence Natal, the Transvaal, the Cape, 
England and Germany all seemed to pnt 
In their claims. At the beginning ol the 
year Germany seemed disposed to pro- 
claim her protectorate, one of her sub- 
jects having secured from a native chief 
the cession ol his rights. England pro- 
tested and claimed the right of occupy- 
ing St. Lucia In virtue of a treaty 
passed in 1843 with King Panda, then 
Kin? ol the Zolns. Germany loosed 
her grip and England seemed to be the 
undisputed mistress of the territory, 
when, within the last few days, the an- 
nouncement was brusquely made that 
the Transvaal Boers had taken posseS- 
iion ol the Bay.
